•ccorded William J. Bryan on his arrival 
In Indianapolis yesterday was nearly as 
great as any he has received during his en- 
tire trip. He made five speeches here, two 
in the afternoon and three at night, and 
at each meeting he addressed Immense 
audiences, one of which was nearly as 
large as that addressed by him on Boston 
Common, the largest of the campaign. 
The Bryan party was received at the sta- 
tion with great enthusiasm from many 
thousands gathered about the station. 
He wag taken immediately to the Grand 
hotel, and the parade from the depot to 
the hotel -was a continuous ovation to the 
candidate, the principal thoroughfares be- 
mst so crowded that the sidewalks were 
roped off in order to-keep the crowds from 
pressing upon the carriages. 


After dinner Mr. Bryan addressed the 


tergest crowd of the day at the state house. 
Every inch of available standing and 
climbing room was taken. The park in 
front of the state house was packed with 
humanity, the streets on either side were 
crowded, and people were gathered in the 
windows of the buildings across the street 
in order to see the candidate, even If they 
could not hear him. Probably less than 
one-fourth of the audience heard Ms 
speech, but those who were able to get 
within the sound of his voice were en- 
thusiastic to a great degree. It would be 
an impossibility to estimate the crowd, so 
great was it 


After tiie nominee had concluded his re- 


marks aft the state house he was taken to 
Tomlinson Hall, where he spoke to as 
many people as could be gotten Into the 
hall and in front of the balcony where he 
stood. This meeting was also enthusiastic, 
and often during his speech the candidate 
was stopped by the demonstrations of ap- 
plause. Last night he spoke to three 
more audiences, one to the Commercial 
travelers' association in the Grand hotel, 
one from a platform outside the court 
house and one in Tomlinson hall.

On the first of 
December of that year President Harrison 
sent his message to congress, and to the 
mcssageyon will find the following words:

the silver bill undoubtedly gave an up- 
ward tendency to trade, and had a marked 
effect on prices, but this natural and de- 
sirable effect of the silver legislation was 
by many erroneously attributed to the

INDIANA. 


Eia Reception at Indianapolis 
Like That at Boston. 


Indiana polis, Oct 7.—The rocoption 
ftceorded William J. Bryan on his arrival 
in Indianapolis yesterday was nearly as 
great as any he has rocoivod during his en­ 
tire trip. Ho mado five speeches hero, two 
in tho afternoon and throo at night, and 
at each mooting he addressed Immense 
audiences, one of which was nearly as 
large as that addressed by him on Boston 
Common, tho largest of tho campaign. 
Tho Bryan party was received at tho sta­ 
tion with groat enthusiasm from many 
thousands gathered about tho station. 
Ho was taken immediately to the Grand 
hotel, and tho parade from tho depot to 
tho hotel was a continuous ovation to tho 
candidate, tho principal thoroughfares be­ 
ing so crowded that the ildewalks wore 
roped oft In order toOcoep tho crowds from 
pressing upon tho carriages. 


After dinner Mr. Bryan addressed the 
largest crowd of tho day at the state house. 
Every inch of available standing and 
climbing room was taken. Tho park in 
front of the state houso w a s packed with 
humanity, the streets on either «ido wero 
crowded, and peoplo wero gathered in tho 
windows of tho buildings aoross the street 
in order to sco tho candidate, even if they 
could not hoar him. Probably loss than 
one-fourth of tho audlonco heard his 
speech, but those who wero able to get 
within tho sound of his voice wore en­ 
thusiastic to a great degree. It would be 
an impossibility to estimate tho crowd, so 
great was it. 


After tho nominee had concluded his re­ 
marks at the state house he was taken to 
Tomlinson Hall, where he spoke to as 
many people as could bo gotten into the 
hall and in front of the balcony whore ho 
stood. This mooting was also enthuslastlo, 
and often during his speech the candidate 
was stopped by tho demonstrations of ap­ 
plause. Ijast night he spoke to three 
more audiences, one to the Commercial 
Travelers1 association in the Grand hotel, 
one from a platform outside the court 
house and one in Tomlinson hall. 


Mr. Bryan spoko at all towns where the 
train stopped while passing through Indi­ 
ana, and at Jeffersonville, Seymour, Mar­ 
ion and Columbus, ho spoke at length, 
being recoived by enormous crowds. Dur­ 
ing his speech at Seymour Mr. Bryan 
quoted ex-Prosidont Harrison, as follows: 


UI want to call your attention horo in 
Indiana to a portion of that message sent 
tocongrcss by Mr. Harrison when ho was 
presidont, in 18W. Lot mo road you what 
he said about the offoct of the legislation 
on silver. You will remomber that this 
was just after tho passage of tho Sherman 
law. It was signed by Presidont Harrison, 
and after its passago the price of silver 
rose to $1.12 an ounce. On the first of 
Deoembor of that year President Harrison 
sent his message to congress, and in the 
message you will find the following words: 


“ 'The enlargement of our currency by 
the silver bill undoubtedly gave an up­ 
ward tendency to trade, and had a marked 
effect on prices, but this natural and de­ 
sirable effect of the silver legislation was 
by many erroneously attributed to tho 
tariff account.* ”

The Maryland Senator Speaks for Bryan 


and Sewall. 


L attutci#, Md., Oct. 7.—A big crowd, 
numbering about 2,600,ascomblod horo last 
night drawn ohiefly by tho announcement 
• that Senator Gorman would mako his in­ 
itial speech of tho campaign. Thoy»wero, 
however, disappointed as the Maryland 
aonator mado no attempt at a sot speech, 
but coniiuod himself to a fow appropriate 
remarks and then introduced the speakers 
of tho evening. 


In tho courso of his remarks Senator 
Gorman said that tho timo had now ar­ 
rived whon the rights of tho masses of tho 
peoplo should be contcndod for, against 
the encroachments of corporate greed. 


“Wo havo,” said ho, “submitted our 
views to a court of last resort, a court 
eleotod by the people and controlled by 
tho people, tho convontlon hold at Chicago, 
and nothing is loft for honest Democrats 
to do but bow to the will of tho peoplo. 


“Wo have a candidate of the peoplo and 
for tho peoplo and all Democrats will sup­ 
port him because of what ho stands for. 
Ho was also nominated by a band of hon­ 
est Republicans who boliovoin the United 
States controlling her own 
finanoial 
policy. Our candidate is cordlallly sup­ 
ported by the Populists becauso ho stands 
for the rights of the people. 


“Against us wo have the great organiz­ 
ation,

Republican party, led by 
Hanna, run by Hanna, and some say 
bought by Hanna. They have suborned 
themselves and become tho tools of tho 
money changers of London. 
They have 
some comfort from men who havo worn 
the mask of Democracy, but thoso havo 
thrown aside the mask and gone over to 
tho common onomy.

Senator Gorman concludod by saying 
that nothing would prevent Maryland 
from casting her vote for Bryan and 
Sewall.

Lipscomb, of Virginia, and Robort Moss, 
the local candidate for congress. 


Seven Lives Lost by an Engineer's N eglect 


Osage City, Kan., Oct 5.—A frightful 
railroad wreck, attended by serious loss of 
life and mado more torriblo by the self 
murder of one of t)ie terrified passengers, 
occurrod at 5 o’clock"yesterday morning 
on the Santa Fo road, two miles north of 
thi3 station. The boiler of the locomotive 
exploded, owing to lack of water, tho en­ 
gineer having passed his regular water 
tank becauso tho train was behind. When 
tho boiler exploded William Becldor, a 
passenger, shot himself dead before a car 
full of passengers. Tho dead are: William 
Bockler, Los Angeles; Engineer Strump, 
Topeka, K an.; Fireman Harry Hollister, 
Topeka, K an.; William McAdams, tramp, 
riding on baggago car, and supposed to be 
from Chillicotho, la .; three tramps, names 
unknown, all of whom wore riding on tho 
baggago car. 


The Destruction of Cedar Keys. 


J acksonville, Fla., Oct. 8.—Full and 
authentic advices from Cedar Keys show 
tho almost total destruction of tho town 
and tho loss of twenty-eight lives. This is 
believed to include tho complete roil of 
the dead. A t Shellmound, a pleasure re­ 
sort near tho place, a party of five men, 
threo women and three children wore 
camping out. Somo surveyors making 
their way home after tho storm found tho 
eleven dead bodies strown on the shore 
under logs and brush. They wero closo 
together, which would indicate that they 
were simultaneously killed by tho tidal 
wave. Four other bodies havo been found 
on tho beach. 
The town was built on 
sovoral small quays. Tho bridges connect­ 
ing thoso quays were swept agray, and tho 
only communication is by means of boats. 


The Florida Election. 


J acksonville, Oct. 7.—Scattering re­ 
turns from all parts of tho state show 
Democratic majorities in every county, 
but afford no basis for an estimate of 
Bloxham’s plurality for governor. No 
comparison of precincts can be mado with 
1892, inasmuch as in that year the Repub­ 
licans had no ticket in tho field. In most 
of the precincts heard from Sheats, Demo­ 
cratic candidate for superintendent of 
public instruction, runs far behind Blox- 
ham. Because of tho Australian ballot 
system the counting of tho votes will be 
very slow.

POTATOES AS BGa-PBODDCINO FOOD. 
A mess of two-thirds boiled potatoes 


and one-third meal and bran is recom- 
mended as a good feed for laying hens, 
by a writer in Practical Poultry man, 
who says: "Owing to the immense 
quantity of potatoes raised last season 
and the cheapness at which they could 
be bought, we thought it advisable to 
try the use of them as a steady diet 
for fowls. 


"We have seen them advocated as a 


once-a-week ration with good results, 
but didn't know what the result would 
be if fed daily. Some thought it would 
be a failure; we were told that there 
was too much starch in the potatoes 
for a steady diet an<*. that the con- 
tinual feeding of the same would re- 
sult in cholera; but determined to try 
it, we did. 


"The day before they were wanted 


to feed, they were placed .in a kettle 
on the store and fhere allowed to cook 
aud boil until they were soft and 
mealy. 
In the morning they were 


again placed on the stove and thor- 
oughly heated through. 
They were 


then mashed aud enough water left in 
to make the mass very thin. It was 
then thickened with meal and bran 
until of the right texture, making 
about two-thirds potatoes and one- 
tnird meal and bran. The fowls were 
perfectly ravenous over it and other 
food would hardly be touched if given 
all they wanted of the potatoes. A 
good big feed of this m the morning 
almost sufficed for the day, but there 
were also given a light feed of grain 
at night. 


"The diet was kept up all winter 


and now no heavier weighing lot of 
birds of the same breed can be found 
in any man's yard. It would seem 
they would get too fat, and there may 
be a little difficulty in this direction. 
Our hens are plenty fat enough, but 
they shell out the eggs just the same, 
so we give the potatoes credit of bting 
a good egg producer."

MCIiCHING. 


It is only oi late years that the idea 


has gained a hold that covering land 
increases the fertility of it. 
A. B. 


Barrett, who was among the first to 
preach and practice mulching, says: 
"We got onr idea of it from the 
forests, where nature forms her own 
mnlch; the decaying leaves and stems 
Boon forming a covering which pre- 
ventg the escape of the soil moisture, 
at the same time acting as an absorbent 
for all the rain carries." 


This leaf mold will be found around 


the trees in every forest and around 
the roots of wild grasses in every 
meadow. In imitating nature, as she 
works in the fields and forests, we 
adopted the artificial mulch around 
our fruit trees, and found that it 
worked to their advantages. A mulch, 
besides retaining the moisture in the 
soil, also secnres a more uniform 
temperature and adds considerable 
plant food to it. 
The nature of the 


mulch is an important part of the 
work. Plat stones may be used around 
trees, forming a permanent mnlch, 
-bnt their action is merely mechanical. 
It retains the moisture and tempera- 
ture of the soil, bnt it adds nothing to 
it. Sawdust is bnt little better, bnt 
straw and new-mown lawn grass form 
. rich mulches that add plant-food to 
the soil. 


The exact change taking place in 


the soil when a covering is placed 
ov^r the surface is not generally 
understood. 
Some chemical change 


takes place, and the soil is- enriched 
for a time. In some of the gardens of 
France tiles cover the strawberry 
beds, with holes made through them 
here and there for the vines to grow 
oat of. 
Flower gardens are likewise 


These 


may be of home construction and of 
various styles, or may be bought. For 
the filling, of large silos; or where the 
cornfield is some distance from the 
silo, two, three, or more teams are of- 
ten employed for drawing the crops to 
the cutter. 
Each wagon remains at 


the eide of the cutting table until the 
load is cat and deposited in the silo, 
the driver placing stalks on the cut- 
ting table. 
This saves useless hand- 


ling of the stalks. At least three men 
should be kept at work tramping down 
silage in a 100-toa silo while it is be- 
ing filled. 
Some silos have a flat top 


and are filled through a window at the 
sides; others are constructed with a 
sloping roof, that every foot may be 
packed tightly. 
During seasons of 


drouth the corn plant is unusually dry, 
and a Kansas dairyman alternates lay- 
ers of red Kaffir corn between the In- 
dian corn, as the former furnishes 
more moisture, which keeps the latter 
in better condition. It is also claimed 
that whea corn has become dry, its 
keeping qualities may be benefited by 
pouring a pailful of water over its 
surface occasionally, as it is packed in 
the silo, or by giving the top layer a 
good wetting. 
Rapidity of filling is 


unimportant so long as fresh fodder is 
placed in the silo before mold is 
formed at the surface. When silage is 
being carried to the silo, it is well to 
suspend a platform from the center of 
the silo roof. The silage leaving the 
carrier makes a pyramid on the plat- 
form and distributes the ensilage even- 
ly around the walls of the silo. 
Five 


minutes' work with a fork will level a 
load when thus scattered. 


The shorter the fodder is cut the 


more satisfactory it is for feeding, but, 
the length generally desired is from 
one-half to three-eighths of an inch, bnt 
some cut in one to three inch lengths. 
This fine-cut silage can be packed more 
closely in the silo and will usually keep 
better, while it can be taken out more 
readily. 
But many farmers have ex- 


cellent success putting the whole corn 
in the silo,' ears and green stalks with- 
out cutting. 
They are careful to lay 


the handf uls or bundles of stalks alter- 
nately, butts und heads, so as to pack 
closely. A broadax is used to cut out 
the solid msss of silage when needed 
to feed. 
Whether put in whole or 


cut, let ears go in with the stalks, 
This saves all the work of plucking, 
husking, grinding or handling of the 
ears or grain, and you get all the good 
of the grain in the siiage. 
For if cut 


at the right stage, the cob and kernel 
and stalk will contain as much if not 
more nutriment than can be got from 
the grain as ordinarily handled, even 
•if the fodder is dry cured. 


For covering silage artificial weights 


are being discarded, having been 
found unnecessary. 
Some allow the 


upper twelve to eighteen inches of sil- 
age to act as a weight, others put in a 
foot of apple pomace, others cover 
with a foot or more of straw, and 
others place a layer of tarred paper 
smoothly over the surface and then 
cover to the depth of a foot or more 
with cut straw. 
An easy method of 


covering is to distribute a few pails of 
water evenly over the top; the mois- 
ture will quicklv develop a fine mold, 
which is better than anything else to 


covered with tiles or cement, leaving 
no part of the soil exposed, except 
where the plants come through. 
Ex- 


pert horticulturists there find this 
method of great advantage. In a less 
expensive way parchment paper can 


' be used for covering the garden soiL 
Brown paper, dipped in sulphuric 
. acid, should be used for this purpose, 
as it is then made tough and water- 
proof. In times of drouth this mnlch 
retains the water, accelerates the 
growth of the plants, and keeps down 
the. weeds. 
The parchment paper 


mulch, however, for. small places is 
the simplest, cheapest and most effec- 
tual that has yet been offered.—Phila- 
delphia Ledger.

y HE southern extremity of the 


peninsula of Florida is one 
huge marsh of forest, mud 
and jungle, known as the 


Everglades. 
The swamp proper has 


an area of about 9000 square miles, 
which is drained by Lake Okechobee, 
and it covers nearly the entire coun- 
ties of Bade and Monroe and a portion 
of Manatee. 


The general composition is a wilder- 


ness 
of tangle 
growth, immense 


regions of morass, dense stubble of 
cane and scrub palmetto, aud a tropi- 
cal paradise of sweet shrubs, beautiful 
flowers and delicate ferns. The swamp 
is overflowing with animal, reptile and 
bird life, which here find little to dis- 
turb them save the everlasting quar- 
rels among themselves, which often 
end in their own destruction. 


Strange cries are sometimes heard 


coming from the depths of this inac- 
cessible domain, the fierce lashings of 
the water, accompanied by savage bel- 
lowings and screams from birds in 
midair, bear testimony to some san- 
guinary conflict between huge saurians 
or other brutes of the jungle. 


Of animals we know of, the swamp 


conceals the largest alligators and rat- 
tlesnakes on the continent, besides 
bears, wildcats, deer, wild hogs, cata- 
mounts, lizards, chameleons, turtles, 
gophers, turkeys, quail, many kinds 
of fish and every species of water fowl 
known to tne tropical regions of the 
United States. 


The largest alligator ever captured 


of which any record remains was taken 
in the Everglades nine years ago by 
an old hunter named Hickman. It 
measured twenty-two feet sis inches 
from end of nose to tip of tail, and 
weighed much more than a full-grown 
ox. The writer has killed rattlesnakes 
in different parts of the swamp rang- 
ing from six to nine feet in length, 
and saw the skin of one, owned by a 
Seminole Indian, that must have been 
twelve feet long in life. 


The biggest frogs on earth find a 


home in the Everglades, and it is not 
uncommon to run across Jumbos of 
the family weighing anywhere from 
six to ten pounds. 


The Everglades is the true home of 


the ivory-billed woodpecker, a bird 
thet is almost a rarity to naturalists 
and museums. It can be easily located 
by its call, which sounds very much 
like the cry of a hurt child. 


The Indians have great respect for 


the bird by reason of its powerful 
beak, which is nsed as a mechanical 
tool or weapon of attack, as occasion 
may require. The Seminoies, like our 
Western Indians, must wear a charm 
of some kind, and the beautiful ivory 
bill, polished and pierced, answers for 
them the same symbol as elk teeth do 
for our Western tribes. 


Perhaps the most interesting of all 


feathered creatures found in this great 
waste of nature are the family of 
humming birds, which the Seminoies 
very suggestively call "sun birds." 


The black bear is quite a well-known 


inhabitant of the Everglades, and 


its own chief, chose'n annually at the 
green corn dunce, which is in reality 
the red man's Christmas, or yearly 
season of jollity and plenty. 


The whole nation, however, ac- 


knowledges the general sovereignty of 
Robert Osceola, n grandson of the 
famous 
half-breed Powell, "better 


known as Osceola. 


They are clean people, both per- 


sonally and morally. 
A marriage be- 


tween persons having a drop of the 
same blood in their veins is considered 
highly improper; and as there are not 
more than 500 all told, counting men, 
women and chilnren, a young fellow 
matrimonially inclined has to do some 
tall hustling to get a wife. 


One well-to-do buck has two rather 


pretty daughters, who can't get mar- 
ried because all the eligible young 
men are akin to them. So rigidly is 
this rule carried out that you may 
sometimes see a husband of twenty 
with a sixty-year-old wife, or vice 
versa.

gins to nurture a hatred for the white 
man, and isolates himself more and 
more by retiring to the inter most fast- 
nesses of the Everglades, where he 
chooses to remain ia hiding.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

The Melon Tree. 


Professor Hilgard of the Agricul- 


tural College at the University of Cal- 
ifornia has succeeded in growing 
melons on a tree. The strange horti- 
cultural combinaton is in the univer- 
sity conservatory, ami has been pho- 
graphed and labelled "melon tree'" in 
the album of the Agricultural College. 
Tt stands about ten feet high, has 
large green leaves, and would create 
wonder in the eyes of any farmer. 


Professor Hilgard'says that attempts 


have been made for some time to se- 
cure fruit on this particular tree, but 
all efforts had failed until recently. 
Among scientific men the tree is 
known as the papaya, and is a product 
of the tropics. From it pepsin is ex- 
tracted, chiefly from the leaves. In 
California the tree has been fruitful 
in the open air in Santa Barbaia, but 
none has approached ttie growth of 
the specimen at the University of 
California. Professor Hilgard regards 
it as one of the most peculiar and in- 
teresting illustrations of what can bo 
done with growths from the tropics. 


To show the effects of the peptinine 


contained in the melons and leaves, 
several experiments have been made. 
Tough beefsteak when placed within 
the melons or between the leaves, un- 
dergoes a change that would bring joy 
to the boarder. In fact, the toughest 
beef can be made to rival the tender- 
est in a few hours, says Professor Hil- 
gard. 


The melons are similar in shape to 


the ordinary elongated melon that 
grows on a vine, and are pleasant eat- 
ing, resembling the watermelon in 
taste. It belongs to the same family, 
and its growth from the flower pro- 
gresses in the same manner. Hereafter 
Professor Hilgard says he expects to 
make the tree bear every year. —Balti- 
more American.

commendable mission. These are the 
innumerable colonies of bees that by 
p^ears of industrious accumulation 
have made the Everglades the greatest 
honey depository in the world. 


Enterprising settlers near by have 


set out desirable box homes and work- 
shops for them, and thus secure all 
the honey they require, with prac- 
tically little trouble and no expense. 


The only Iranian beings that can 


enter the Everglades, either in the 
winter or summer, without fear or an- 
noyance or disaster are the Seminole 
Indians, who claim this vast, dismal 
waste as their birthright Mosquitoes 
and reptiles have few terrors for them, 
and as for the heat of midsummer, it 
seems that the butter it gets the bet- 
ter they like it. 
There are about 500 


of these interesting natives left, who 
in bands of from forty to fifty have 
heretofore led a nomodic life, living 
for the most part by hunting and fish- 
ing, and in a few cstes cultivat- 
ing small patches of ground. The 
bucks also gain a small income by 
killing and eelling "plnme birds," 
and the squaws by weaving fancy 
basket and fern work from the mate- 
rial so ready at hand. 


The Indians live nnder the name of 


Seminoies, bnt each have their own 
tribal chief under a separate tribal 
name, such as the "Miamis," "Tall*- 
hassess," "Cow Creek," "Cypress," 
etc, and each is nnder the control of

\ | J HE southern extremity of the 
I i 
peninsula of Florida is one 
1 
huge marsh of forest, mud 
and jungle, kuown as the 
Everglades. 
The swamp proper has 
an area of about 9000 square miles, 
which is drained by Lake Okechobee, 
and it covers nearly the entire coun­ 
ties of Dade and Monroe and a portion 
of Manatee. 


The general composition is a wilder* 
ness 
of 
tangle 
growth, immense 
regions of morass, dense stubble of 
cane and scrub palmetto, and a tropi­ 
cal paradise of sweet shrubs, beautiful 
flowers and delicate ferns. The swamp 
is overflowing with animal, reptile and 
bird life, which here find little to dis« 
turb them savo the everlasting quar­ 
rels among themselves, which often 
end in their own destruction. 


Strange cries are sometimes heard 
coming from the depths of this inac­ 
cessible domain, the fierce lashings of 
the water, accompanied by savage bel- 
lowings and screams from birds m 
midair, bear testimony to some san­ 
guinary conflict between huge saurians 
or other brutes of the jungle. 


Of animals we know of, tbe swamp 
conceals the largest alligators and rat­ 
tlesnakes on tho continent, besides 
bears, wildcats, deer, wild hogs, cata­ 
mounts, lizards, chameleons, turtles, 
gophers, turkeys, quail, many kinds 
of fish and every species of water fowl 
known to the tropical regions of the 
United States. 


The largest alligator ever captured 
of which any record remains was taken 
in the Everglades nine years ago by 
an old hunter named Hickman. 
It 
measured twenty-two feet six inches 
from end of nose to tip of tail, and 
weighed much more than a full-grown 
ox. The writer has killed rattlesnakes 
in different parts of the swamp rang­ 
ing from six to nine feet in length, 
and saw the skin of one, owned by a 
Seminole Indian, that must have been 
twelve feet long in life. 


The biggest frogs on earth find a 
home in the Everglades, and it is not 
uncommon to run across Jumbos of 
the family weighing anywhere from 
six to ten pounds. 
^ 


The Everglades is the true home of 
the ivory-billed woodpecker, a bird 
thet is almost a rarity to naturalists 
and musenms. It can be easily located 
by its call, which sounds very much 
like tho cry of a hurt child. 


Tho Indians have great respect for 
the bird by reason of its powerful 
beak, which is used as á mechanical 
tool or weapon of attack, as occasion 
may require. The Seminóles, like our 
Western Indians, must wear a charm 
of some kind, and the beautiful ivory 
bill, polished and pierced, answers for 
them tho same symbol as elk teeth do 
for our Western tribes. 


Perhaps tho most interesting of all 
feathered creatures found in this great 
waste of nature are the family of 
humming birds, which the Seminóles 
very suggestively call #,sun birds.” 


The black bear is quite a well-known 
inhabitant of the Everglades, and 
while he is, in this section, neither as 
lurge nor as fierce or strong as his 
cousin of other latitudes, yet he sur­ 
passes all others of his kind in keen 
shrewdness, 
ingenuity 
and innate 
rascality when a meal is the object 
sought for. 


Tho proper time for a white man to 
visit the availabló portions of this 
great swamp is in midwinter, and even 
then myriads of huge, black mosqui­ 
toes assail you at every step, and 
dangerous reptiles under foot threaten 
movement in every direction. 


But look above on any bright day 
that you can see tho sunlight, and a 
glance will reveal thousands of busy 
insects shooting like bullets through 
the air, and all engaged on a single 
commendable mission. 
These are the 
innumerable colonies of bees that by 
years of industrious 
accumulation 
have made the Everglades the greatest 
honey depository in the world. 


Enterprising settlers near by have 
set out desirable box homes and work­ 
shops for them, and thus secure all 
the honey they require, with prac* 
tically little trouble and no expense. 


The only human beings that can 
enter the Everglades, either in the 
winter or summer, without fear or an­ 
noyance or disaster are tbe Seminole 
Indians, who claim this vast, dismal 
waste as their birthright. Mosquitoes 
and reptiles have few terrors ior them, 
and as for the heat of midsummer, it 
seems that the hotter it gets the bet­ 
ter they like it. 
There are about 500 
of these interesting natives left, who 
m bands of from forty to fifty have 
heretofore led a nomodic life, living 
for the most part by hunting and fish­ 
ing, and in a few coses cultivat­ 
ing small patches of ground. 
The 
bucks also gain a small income by 
killing and selling “plume birds,” 
and the squaws by weaving fancy 
basket and fern work from the mater 
rial so re^dy at hand. 


The Indians live under the name of 
Seminóles, but each have their own 
tribal chief under a soparate tribal 
name, such as the “Miamis,” MTalla* 
hafcsess,” “Cow Creek,” ‘‘Cypress,” 
eta 1 and each is under tbe control of 


They are clean people, both per­ 
sonally and morally, 
A marriago be­ 
tween persons having a drop of tho 
same blood in their veins is considered 
highly improper; and as there are not 
moro than 500 all told, counting men, 
women and chilnren, a young fellow 
matrimonially inclined has to do some 
tall hustling to get a wife. 


One well-to-do buok has two rather 
pretty daughters, who can’t get mar­ 
ried because all tho eligible young 
men are akin to them. 
So rigidly is 
this rule carried out that you may 
sometimes see a husband of twenty 
with a sixty-year-old wife, or vice 
versa. 
A 
half-breed is 
unknown 
among them. 
Hunters and sports* 
men are gradually encroaching on 
their rights, and so the Seminole be­ 
gins to nurture a hatred for the white 
man, and isolates himself more and 
more by retiring to the intermost fast­ 
nesses of the Everglades, where he 
chooses to remain in hiding.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrut. 


The Melon Tree, 


Professor Hilgard of tho Agricul­ 
tural College at the University of Cal­ 
ifornia has succeeded in growing 
melons on a tree. 
The strange horti­ 
cultural combinaton is in the univer­ 
sity conservatory, and has been pho- 
graphed and labelled “melon tree” in 
the album of the Agricultural College. 
It stands about ten feet high, has 
large green leaves, and would create 
wonder in the eyes of any farmer. 


Professor Hilgard says that attempts 
have been made for some time to se­ 
cure fruit on this particular tree, but 
all efforts had failed until recently. 
Among scientific men the tree is 
known as the papaya, and is a product 
of the tropics. 
From it pepsin is ex­ 
tracted, chiefly from the leaves. 
In 
California the tree has been fruitful 
in the open air in Santa Barbara, but 
none has approached the growth of 
the specimen at the University of 
California. Professor Hilgard regards 
it as one of the most peculiar and in­ 
teresting illustrations of what can bo 
done with growths from tho tropics. 


To show the effects of the peptinine 
contained in the melons and leaves, 
several experiments have been made. 
Tough beefsteak when placed within 
the melons or between the leaves, un­ 
dergoes a change that would bring joy 
to the boarder. 
In fact, tho toughest 
beef can be made to rival the tonder- 
est in a few hours, says Professor Hil­ 
gard. 


The melons are similar in shape to 
the ordinary elongated melon that 
grows on a vine, and are pleasant eat­ 
ing, resembling tho watermelon in 
taste. 
It belongs to the same family, 
and its growth from the flower pro­ 
gresses in the same manner. Hereafter 
Professor Hilgard 3ays he expects to 
make the tree bear every year. —Balti­ 
more American, 


Languages of the World. 


Among both Hebrews and Christians 
language has been regarded as the gift 
of heaven to man.

At the beginning of this century tho 
Portuguese language was m uso by 
7,480,000; in 1890 it was spoken by 
13,000,000.

Noi since the Presidential campaign 


r»f t86o has there been displayed so 
much bitterness of language by the 
newspapers as at present. 
During all 


the inteivening thirty six years there 
has Ijeen no issue so popular as those 
'\ of i8Jo and of 1896. Generally, in 


ntime, the discussion has been 


the policy of protection on 


one side and a more or less modified 
scheme of free trade on the other. In 
1860 we had an issue of pure politics; 
now we have one of pure finance. 


But there is this distinction to be 


noted between 1860 and 1896. In 
'1860 the bitterness of feeling was gen* 
uine and was sincerely felt by the peo- 
ple themselves; the ones who were to 
•cast their votes. How strong this feel 


was can be easily infened from the 
that within six months of the elec- 


tion the American people were at war 
with one another on the very subject at 
issue in the election. To-day, the bit- 
terness at feeling is altogether, appar- 
ently, a perfunctory affair of the news- 
papers. The people themselves, though 


, earnest and determined enough, ac- 


cording to the side that they have chos- 
en to assume, seem to be good humor- 
ed about their particular hopes. Of 
course there is another distinction be- 
tween 1860 and now. Then the issue 
was practically a sectional one; be- 
tween the Southern States, where slave- 
ry prevailed, and the rest of the Union, 
where there was no slavery, for slavery 
was really the cause of dispute. Now, 


* the division of opinion, such as it is, 
, extends across the whole Union. 
„,' Appearances are often as deceiving 
. in politics as in war. History is full of 


instances of troublous times for nations 


', growing out of- popular discussions of 


economical conditions, but never be- 
fore has an instance occurred of a whole 
pe pie being called upon, as the Amer- 
ican people are called upon this time, 
to decide by their vote on an econom- 
ical question that involves a pretiy 
profound knowledge of finance for a 
reasonable decision. 


It is an occasion, undoubtedly, for 


•calm reflection and sober thought, and 
not for brass bands or terms of abuse. 
And yet it is the newspapers whicii, so 
far at least, have done the most to sub- 
stitute abuse for reason in the cam- 
paign. Most of the expectant voters 
are desiious of knowing how to svote 
so as best to serve the interest of the 
whole people. Among them the dis- 
cussion is eager, but it is sincere, and 
generally without any desire except to 
get at the real facts in this most diffi- 
ctife of questions. It certainly does 
not seem to be a time for the newspa- 
per^ which nowadays are the people's 
chief instructors on public questions, 
to be at least as even-tempered and as 
just as their pupils, and to refrain from 
calling their opponents by such names 
as "thieves" and the like. 


It is always a healthy sign of public 


feeling in the United States when the 
people at large are aroused to some 
public issue, but there is something de-

Bradstreet's compilation of weekly 


exports of wheat and flour shows that 
the movement last week has been the 
largest since the second week of Sep 
tember, 1893. 
The shipments from 


both coasts of the United States and. 
from Montreal during the last week 
aggregated 4,215,794 bushels, against 
3'93°>oo° bushels in the previous week 
and 2,613,000 bushels during the cor- 
responding week last year. 
There are 


encouraging indicationf of a continua- 
tion of these heavy weekly shipments 
tor some months to come. 


Exports of corn have increased even 


more noticeably than the exports of 
wheat. 
Official figures of the Septem- 


ber movement are not yet available, 
but the shipments of corn last -month 
were not tar short of 13,000,000 bush- 
els, and the aggregate shipments tor 
nine months of 1896 were probably 
about 80,000,000 bushels, against ap- 
proximately 30,000,000 bushels for 
the corresponding period last year. 
Demand for corn is active beyond pre- 
cedent, and the ocean tonnage engage- 
ments of this cereal extend into March 
and even as far ahead as May, 1897. 
The price is low, however, owing to 
two successive crops in excess ot do-

A great 
many people seem quite unable to use 
ft spanner or wrenoh with any degree 
of iacility. 
In tho early days of rid­ 
ing 
the ^Yankee wrench—on 1 the 
whole the best made—should be kept 
in the coat pocket, and should be used 
till comfort is obtained. The seat pil­ 
lar always adjusts by slackening the 
nut at the top of tho enameled tube. 
I have heard some ladies remark: *1 
don’t think my seat 
will move— 
there’s no screw.’ 
It is a case of no 
eyes in this instance. Every machine, 
bad or good, can have its saddle raised 
or lowered, and most saddles have 
tilts to allow alteration in the slope of 
the saddle. Every bicycle should have 
this movement fitted. 
Once the sad­ 
dle is got right, the handles must be 
adjusted. 
As a rule, a shade higher 
than the peak of tho saddle is about 
right, but a great deal depends on 
length of arms, height, etc. 
The 
curved handles should always, when 
possible, be discarded, and the plain 
flat fronted bar put in their place. 
Apart from their absurdity, and the 
idiotic position they entail on the 
user, the former shape, by requiring 
to be leaned on aud gripped, conveys 
a large amount of vibration to the 
rider, which is far better dispensed 
with.

•of four or fire lemons. Boil rather 
more than half an hour, stirring all 
the time. Put away in preserve jars 
or stone crocks. 


Boiled Apple Padding—Make a but- 


ter crust or a suet one, using for a 
moderate-sized pudding from thr«e- 
quarters to one pound of flour, with 
the other ingredients in proportion. 
Butter a basin; line it with paste; 
pare, core and cut apples into slices, 
and fill the basin with these; add sugar 
to taste, flavor with lemonpeel and 
juice, and cover with crust, pinch the 
edges together, flour the cloth, place 
itoTerthe pudding, tjing securely, 
and put into plenty cf fast-boiling 
water. Let this boil from one and a 
half to two and a half hours, accord- 
ing to the size; then turn out of the 
basic, and send it to table quickly. 
Apple puddings may also bo boiled in 
a cloth without a basin; but, when 
made in this way, it must be seived 
without the least delay, as the crust 
so soon becomes heary. Apple pud- 
ding is a very convenient dish to have 
when the dinner hour is rather un- 
certain, as it does not spoil by being 
boiled an extra hour; care, however, 
must be taken to keep it well coverctl I 
trith water all the time, and not to al-' 
low the boiling to cease.

But it is on daik and stormy nights 
that the practice becomes 
exciting.

A swing of the beam south­ 
ward brings out the grim walls and 
numerous cannon of Fort Adams, »and 
shows every yacht and fishing-boat at 
anchor inside of Brenton’s Point. The 
main channel, the Dumplings, the far 
away shore of Conanicut Island, Rose 
Island and its ruined old fortifications, 
the upper bay dotted with lazy sloops 
and schooners slipping down with the 
tide, are revealed one after another, as 
the powerful rays are turned slowly 
westward and northward until at last 
they are shining again in the Naval 
War College and Training School, and 
on the clustered shipping and wharves 
of the picturesque old town.

IE BRÏÂN JN IMiNi 


His Reception at Indianapolis 
Like That at Boston. 


INDIAKAP0U8, Oct. 7.—The rocoption 
nccordcd William J. Bryan on his arrival 
In Indianapolis yesterday was nearly aa 
groat ns any he has rocolvod durln« his en- 
tire trip. Ho made ilvo spcechos horo, two 
In the afternoon and throe at night, and 
at onch meeting he addressed immonso 
audienoes, one of which was nearly as 
larite as that addressed by him on Boston 
Common, the largest of tho campaign. 
The Bryan party was received at tho etii- 
tlon with groat onthnslasm from many 
thousands gathered about tho station. 
Ho was taken Immediately to the Grand 
hotel, and tho parado from tho depot to 
tho hotel was a continuous ovation to tho 
candldato, tho principal thoroughfares be- 
ing so crowded that the ildowalks wore 
ropod off in order to'koop tho crowds from 
pressing upon tho carriages. 


After dinner Mr. Bryan addressed the 
largest crowd of tho day at tho state house. 
Every inch of available 
standing and 
climbing room was taken. Tho park In 
front of the state houso was packed with 
hunmnity, the streets on either tldo were 
crowded, and iKJoplo were gathered In the 
windows of tho buildings across the street 
in order to sco tho candidate, even If they 
oould not hoiir him. Probably loss than 
one-fourth of tho audience heard 
his 
speech, but those who were able to get 
within tho sound of his volco woreon- 
thusiastio to a great degree. It would be 
an Impossibility to estimato tho crowd, BO 
great was It. 


After tho nominee had concluded his re- 
marks at tho state house he was taken to 
Tomllnson Hall, where he spoke to as 
many people as could bo gotten Into tho 
hall and in front of the balcony whore ho 
stood. This mooting was also enthusiastic, 
and often during his speech tho candidate 
was stopped by tho demonstmtlonB of ap- 
plauio. Ijast night he spoke to three 
more audiences, one to the Commercial 
Travelers* assoolation In tho Grand hotel, 
one from a platform outside the court 
house and one In Toinllnson hall. 


Mr. Bryan spoke at HU towns where the 
train stopped while passing through Indi- 
ana, and at JclTorsonvillo, Seymour, Mar- 
lon and Columbus, ho spoke at length, 
being received by enormous crowds. Dur- 
ing his speGoh at Soymour Mr. Bryan 
quoted ex-President Harrison, as follows: 
"I want to call your attention horo in 
Indiana to a portion of that massage sent 
tocongrcss by Mr, Hiirrifion when ho was 
president» in 18SK). Lot mo road you what 
he said about the efToct of the legislation 
on silver. You will remember that this 
was just after tho passago of the Sherman 
law. It was signed by Presidont Harrison, 
and after its passage the price of silver 
rose to 11.12 an ounce. On the ilrstof 
Deoembor of that year President Harrison 
sent his message to congress, and in the 
messago you will find the foUowing words: 
" 'The enlargement of our currency by 
the sliver bill undoubtedly gave an up- 
ward tendency to trade, and ^ d a marked 
eifeot on prices, but this natural and de- 
sirable effect of tho silver legislation was 
by many erroneously attributed to tho 
tariff account.'

POTATOES AS EGfl-PRODUCINa roOD, 
A mess of two-thirds boiled potatoes 
and one-tbird meal and bran is recom- 
mended as a good feed for laying hens, 
b j a writer in Practical Poultryman, 
who says: 
''Owing to the immense 
quantity of potatoes raised last season 
and the cheapness at which they could 
be bought, we thought it advisable to 
try the use of them as a steady diet 
for fowls. 


have seen them advocated as a 
oncG-rt-week ration with good results, 
but didn't kuow what the result would 
be if fed daily. Some thought it would 
be a failure; we were told that there 
was too much starch in the potatoes 
for a steady diet anA that the con- 
tinual feeding of the same would re- 
sult in cholera; but determined to try 
it, wo did. 


•'The day before they were wanted 
to feed, they were placed in a kettle 
on the stove and there allowed to cook 
and boil until they were soft and 
mealy. 
In the morning they were 
again placed on the stove and thor- 
oughly heated through. 
They wore 
then mashed and enough water left in 
to make the mass very Ihin. 
It was 
then thickened with meal and bran 
until of the right texture, making 
about two-thirds potatoes and oue- 
tnird meal and bran. 
The fowls were 
perfectly ravenous over it and other 
food would hardly be touched if given 
all they wanted of the potatoes. 
A 
good big feed of this in the morning 
almost sufficed for the day, but there 
were also given a light feed of grain 
at night.

MüIiCHINQ. 


It is only oi late years that the idea 
has gained a hold that covering land 
increases the fertility of it. 
A. B. 
Barrett, who was among the first to 
preach and practice mulching, says: 
"We got our idea of it from the 
forests, where nature forms her own 
mulch; the decaying leaves and stems 
soon forming a covering which pre- 
Tent« the escape of the soil moisture, 
at the same time acting as an absorbent 
for all the rain carries." 


This leaf mold will be found around 
the trees in every forest and around 
the roots of wild grasses in every 
meadow. 
In imitating nature, as she 
works in the fields and forests, wo 
adopted the artificial mulch around 
our fruit trees, and found that 
it 
worked to their advantages. A mulch, 
besides retaining the moisture in the 
soil, also secures a more uniform 
temperature and adds considerable 
plant food to it. 
The nature of the 
mulch is an important part of 
the 
work. Flat stones may be used around 
trees, forming a permanent mulch, 
but their action is merely mechanical. 
It retains the moisture and tempera- 
ture of the soil, but it adds nothing to 
it. 
Sawdust is but little better, but 
straw and new-mown lawn grass form 
rich mulches that add plant food to 
the soil. 


i h e exact change taking place in 
the soil when a covering is placed 
over the surface is 
not 
generally 
understood. 
Some chemical change 
takes place, and the soil is. enriched 
for a time. 
In some of the gardens of 
France tiles cover 
the 
strawberry 
beds, with holes made through them 
here and there for the vines to grow 
out of. 
Flower gardens are likewise 
covered with tiles or cement, leaving 
no pnrt of the soil exposed, except 
where the plants come through. 
Ex- 
pert; horticulturists there find this 
method of great advantage. 
Ii} a less 
expensive way parchment paper can 
be used for covering the garden soil. 
Brown paper, 
dipped in 
sulphuric 
acid, should be used for this purj^ose, 
as it is then made tough and water- 
proof, 
in times of drouth this mulch 
retains the 
water, accelerates 
the 
growth of the plants, and keeps down 
the. weeds. 
The parchment paper 
muloh, 'however, for, small places is 
the Bimpleat, cheapest and most eiiec- 
tual that has yet been oifered,—Phila- 
delphia Ledger. 


comes out of the silo than goes in, 
Corn out when fully developed be- 
comes dry, and when placed in the 
silo, the moisture is insufficient and it 
forms musty masses. 


For hauling corn to the silo use a 
wagon with a low-down body or a wide- 
spreading rack on low wheels. 
These 
may be of home construction and of 
various styles, or may be bought. For 
the filling, of large silos; or where the 
cornfield is some distance from the 
silo, two, three, or more teams are of- 
ten employed for drawing the crops to 
the cutter. 
Each wagon remains at 
the side of the cutting table until the 
load is cut and deposited in the silo, 
the driver placing stalks on the cut- 
ting table. 
This saves useless hand- 
ling of the stalks. 
At least three men 
should be kept at work tramping down 
silage in a 100-ton silo while it is be- 
ing filled. Some silos have a fiat top 
and are filled through a window at the 
sides; others are constructed with a 
sloping roof, that every foot may be 
packed tightly. 
During seasons of 
drouth the corn plant is unusually dry, 
and a Kansas dairyman alternates lay- 
ers of red Kaffir corn between the In- 
dian corn, as the former furnishes 
more moisture, which keeps the latter 
in better condition. 
It is also claimed 
that when corn has become dry, its 
keeping qualities may be benefited by 
pouring a pailful of water over its 
surface occasionally, as it is packed in 
the silo, or by giving the top layer a 
good wetting. 
Rapidity of filling is 
unimportant so long as fresh fodder is 
placed in the silo before mold is 
formed at the surface. 
When silage is 
being carried to the silo, it is well to 
suspend a platform from the center oi 
the silo roof. 
The silage leaving the 
carrier makes a pyramid on the plat- 
form and distributes the ensilage even- 
ly around the walls of the silo. 
Five 
minutes' work with a fork will level a 
load when thus scattered. 


The shorter the fodder is cut the 
more satisfactory it is for feeding, but 
the length generally desired is from 
one-halito three-eighths ofan inch, but 
some cut in one to three inch lengths. 
This fine-cut silage can be packed more 
closely in the silo and will usually keep 
better, while it can be taKen out more 
readily. 
But many farmers have ex- 
cellent success putting the whole corn 
in the silo/ ears and green stalks with- 
out cutting. 
They are careful to lay 
the handfuls or bundles of stalks alter- 
nately, butts and heads, so as to pack 
closely. 
A broadax is used to cut out 
the solid miîss of silage when needed 
to feed. 
Whether put in whole or 
cut, let ears go in with the stalks. 
This saves all the work of plucking, 
husking, grinding or handling of the 
ears or grain, and you get all the good 
of tha grain in the'siiage. 
For if cut 
at the right stage, the cob and kernel 
and stalk will contain as much if not 
more nutriment than can bo got from 
the grain as ordinarily handled, even 
• if the fodder is dry cured. 


For covering silage artificial weights 
are 
being 
discarded, 
having been 
found unnecessary. 
Some allow the 
upper twelve to eighteen inches of sil- 
age to act as a weight, others put in a 
foot of apple iDomace, others cover 
with a foot or more of straw, and 
others place a layer of tarred paper 
smoothly over the surface and then 
cover to the depth of a foot or more 
with cut straw. 
An easy method of 
covering is to distribute a few pails of 
water evenly over the top; the mois- 
ture will quickly develop a fine mold, 
which is better than anything else to 
exclude air and preserve the silage be- 
neath. 
A few bushels of ensilage will 
be spoiled by the mold and that costs 
less than a day's work making an arci 
ficial covering. 
One point to be re 
membered in never to put any crop in 
the silo while at all wet with rain or 
dew. 
On the other hand, frosted corn 
may be safely siloed if decomposition 
has not set in, and will make fair sil- 


•y HE southern extremity of the 
/ 
peninsula of Florida is one 
huge marsh of forest, mud 
and jungle, 
known as the 
Everglades. 
The swamp proper has 
an area of about 9000 square miles, 
which is drained by Lake Okechobee, 
and it covers nearly the entire coun- 
ties of Dade and Monroe and a portion 
of Manatee. 


The general composition is a wilder- 
ness 
of 
tangle 
growth, 
immense 
regions of morass, dense stubble of 
cane and scrub palmetto, and a tropi- 
cal paradise of sweet shrubs, beautiful 
flowers and delicate ferns. The swamp 
is overflowing with animal, reptile and 
bird life, which here find little to dis- 
turb them save the everlasting quar- 
rels among themselves, which often 
end in their own destruction. 


Strange cries are sometimes heard 
coming from the depths of this inac- 
cessible domain, the fierce lashings of 
the water, accompanied by savage bel- 
lowings and screams from birds in 
midair, bear testimony to some san- 
guinary conflict between huge saurians 
or other brutes of the jungle. 


Of animals we know of, the swamp 
conceals the largest alligators and rat- 
tlesnakes on the continent, besides 
bears, wildcats, deer, wild hogs, cata- 
mounts, lizards, chameleons, turtles, 
gophers, turkeys, quail, many kinds 
of fish and every species of water fowl 
known to the tropical regions of the 
United States.

One of the natural wondej-s of Ari- 
zona scenery as a remarkable natural 
bridge in the Tonto J3asin, not far 
from Flagstaff.

long and spans a canon some 200 feet 
deep, at the bottom of which flows the 
river. 
The bridge is of rock and is 
perfectly proportioned. 
The under 
side is gracefully arched and the up- 
per perfectly level.—Industrial World. 


The largest alligator ever captured 
of which any record remains was taken 
in the Everglades nine years ago by 
an old hunter named Hickman. 
It 
measured twenty-two feet six inches 
from end of nose to tip of tail, and 
weighed much more than a full-grown 
ox. The writer has killed rattlesnakes 
in different parts of the swamp rang- 
ing from six to nine feet in length, 
and saw the skin of one, owned by a 
Seminole Indian, that must have been 
twelve feet long in life. 


The biggest frogs on earth find a 
home in the Everglades, and it is not 
uncommon to run across Jumbos of 
the family weighing anywhere from 
six to ten pounds. 


The Everglades is the true home of 
the ivory-billed woodpecker, a bird 
thet is almost a rarity to naturalists 
and museums. It can be easily located 
by its call, which sounds very much 
like the cry of a hurt child. 


The Indians have great respect for 
the bird by reason of its powerful 
beak, which is used as á mechanical 
tool or weapon of attack, as occasion 
may require. The Seminóles, like our 
Western Indians, must wear a charm 
of some kind, and the beautiful ivory 
bill, polished and pierced, answisrs for 
them the same symbol as elk teeth do 
for our Western tribes. 


Perhaps the most interesting of all 
feathered creatures found in this great 
waste of nature are the family of 
humming birds, which the Seminóles 
very suggestively call "sun birds." 


The black bear is quite a well-known 
inhabitant of the Everglades, 
and 
while he is, in this section, neither as 
large nor as fierce or strong as his 
cousin of other latitudes, yet he sur- 
passes all others of his kind in keen 
shrewdness, 
ingenuity 
and 
innate 
rascality when a meal is the object 
sought for. 


The proper time for a white man to 
visit the availabló portions of 
this 
great swamp is in midwinter, and even 
then myriads of huge, black mosqui- 
toes assail you at every step, and 
dangerous reptiles under foot threaten 
movement in every direction. 


But look above on any bright day 
that you can see the sunlight, and a 
glance will reveal thousands of busy 
insects shooting like bullets through 
the air, and all engaged on a single 
commendable mission. 
These are the 
innumerable colonies of bees that by 
years of industrious 
accumulation 
have made the Everglades the greatest 
honey depository in the world. 


Enterprising settlers near by have 
set out desirable box homes and work- 
shops for them, and thus secure all 
the honey they require, with prac- 
tically little trouble and no expense. 


The only human beings that can 
enter the Everglades, either in the 
winter or summer, without fear or an- 
noyance or disaster are the Seminole 
Indians, who claim this vast, dismal 
waste as their birthright. 
Mosquitoes 
and reptiles have few terrors for them, 
and as for the heat of midsummer, it 
seems that the hutter it gets the bet- 
ter they like it. 
There are about 500 
of those interesting natives left, who 
in bands of from forty to fifty have 
heretofore led a jiomodic life, living 
for the most part by hunting and fish- 
ing, 
and in a few coses cultivat- 
ing Bmall patches of ground. 
The 
bucks aleo gain a small income by 
killing and 
selling "plume birds," 
and the squaws by weaving fancy 
basket and fern work from the mater 
rial so re^dy at hand. 


The Indians live under the name of 
Seminóles, but each have their own 
tribal chief under a separate tribal 
name, such as the ''Miamis," ^«Talla- 
hafcsees," ''Cow Greek," "Cypress," 
otQ , and each is under the control of 


Trofessor Hilgard of the Agricul- 
tural College at the University of Cal- 
ifornia has 
succeeded 
in 
growing 
melons on a tree. 
The strange horti- 
cultural combinaton is in the univer- 
sity conservatory, aud has been pho- 
graphedand labelled ''melon tree" in 
I the album of the Agricultural College. 
It stands about ten feet high, has 
large green leaves, and would create 
wonder in the eyes of any farmer. 


Professor Hilgard says that attempts 
have been made for some time to se- 
cure fruit on this particular tree, but 
all efforts had failed until recently. 
Among scientific men the tree is 
known as the papaya, and is a product 


From it pepsin is ex- 
tracted, chiefly from the leaves. 
In 
California the tree has been fruitful 
in the open air in Santa Barbara, but 
none has approached the growth of 
the specimen at the University of 
California. Professor Hilgard regards 
it 


as one of the most peculiar and in- 
teresting illustrations of what can bo 
done with growths from the tropics. 


To show the effects of thepeptinine 
contained in the melons and leaves, 
several experiments have been made. 
Tough beefsteak when placed within 
the melons or between the leaves, un- 
dergoes a change that would bring joy 
to the boarder. 
In fact, the toughest 
beef can be made to rival the tonder- 
est in a few hours, says Professor Hil- 
gard. 


The melons are similar in shape to 
the ordinary elongated melon 
that 
grows on a vine, and are pleasant eat- 
ing, resembling the watermelon in 
taste. 
It belongs to the same family, 
and its growth from the flower pro- 
gresses in the same manner. Hereafter 
Professor Hilgard aays he expects to 
make the tree bear every year. —Balti- 
more American.

A very simple and pretty front is 
made of wash silk curved out at tho 
throat lines and basted on a stiff col- 
Jar, about which a ribbon is tied, 
finiahingin 
a bow at the back; tho 
silk IS long enough to hang a litfclo 
full at the waist, a thread is run about 
two inches from tho bottom, drawing 
the fullness into the front, and this is 
tucked under tho band of tho 
skirt 
and held firmly in place by tho belt 
of leather or ribbon. 
To launder this 
all that is necessary is to rip it olf the 
collar, let out the drawing 
thread, 
wash it thoroughly in warm soap suds, 
rinse in cold water and while still very 
wet pin it, stretched tightly, on a lap- 
board or any smooth surface. 
When 
dry It will be as free from wrinkles as 
If ironed and as soft as now silk. 
It 
IS a great mistake ever to iron 
thin 
silk, as, if done when damp, it becomes 
as oracldy as paper, while if allowed 
to partly dry first, it is almost impos- 
sible to entirely remove the rough dry 
appearance, unless a very hot iron is 
used, in M'hich case there is dan^-cr of 
scorching. 
Hot irons are not.always 
convenient things to obtain when not 
in one's own home, and a knowledge 
of how to obtain satisfactory results 
without them is not to be ignored. 


Delicate handkerchiefs, if carefullv 
washed, and while very wet. spread on 
a mirror or window pane and left 
there till perfectly dry, will look as 
though beautifully ironed. 


Chamois gloves should be washed on 
the hands, all tho seams pushed into 
their right places, and the gloves part- 
ly dried with a soft towel before being 
gently removed, stretched as when 
new, and left to complete the process 
in the fresh air. 
Before wearing they 
should be rubbed slightly,totake away 
the stiffness, which is characteristic of 
chamois after being wet. 


A good scheme for freshing the ap- 
pearance of white silk parasols, or any 
silk that will stand water, is to wet 
them thoroughly all over, open them 
and let them remain so until dry. All 
wrinkles are done awav with and in-

Few fruits are so generally loved as 
are apples, and few can be eaten in 
large quantities with such perfect im- 
punity from disagreeable atter-eiiects. 
From the time when the sweet mealy 
^'harvest apples" fall, to the frosty day 
when wo pluck the last round juicy 
globo whose crimson cheeks glow with 
the fresh crispness concealed within, 
we enjoy this bountiful gift of nature; 
and what a number 
of appetizino' 
ways there are of preparing this fruit! 
While delicious in its natural state, 
unlike many others, it is actually im- 
p o v e d by cooking. 
To apple-lovine 
housekeepers the following recipes7 
handed down from our grandmother's 
day, a relic of her large, sunny old- 
fashioned kitchen where were pro- 
duced wonderful goodies, which ap- 
peased our childish hunger. 


To Preserve Apples—Pare and weigh 
ten pounds of apples, put them into a 
pan to stew, with one pint of water • 
when all are dissolved, put in the same 
weight of sugar, two ounces of ground 
ginger, with the juice and grated rind 
.of four or five lemons. 
Boil rather 
more than half an hour, stirring all 
tho time. 
Put away in preserve jars 
or etone crocks. 


Boiled Apple Ptldding—Make a but- 
ter crust or a suet one, using for a 
moderate-sized pudding from thrfte- 
quarters to one pound of flour, with 
the other ingredients in proportion. 
Butter a basin; line it with paste; 
pare, core and cut apples into slices, 
and fill the basin with those; add sugar 
to taste, flavor with lemonpeel and 
juice, and cover with crust, pinch tho 
edges together, flour tho cloth, place 
It over tho pudding, tying securely, 
and put into plenty cf fast-boiling 
water. 
Let this boil from one and a 
half to two and a half hours, accord- 
ing to the size; then turn out of the 
basin, and send it to table quickly, 
Apple puddings may also be boiled in 
a cloth without a basin; but, when 
made in this way, it must be eeived 
without the leabt delay, as the crust 
eo soon becomes heavy. 
Apple pud- 
ding is a very convenient dish to have 
when the dinner hour is rather un- 
certain, as it does not spoil by being 
boiied an extra hour; care, however, 
must be taken to keep it vrell covered 
with water all the time, and not to al- 
low the boiling to cease.—Now Or- 
leans Picayune.
